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The communication of our correspon- 
dent " M. R." will convoy to our readers 
as good an idea of the total absenco of 
nil energy on tho part of tbe Executive 
here, and its natural consequence— tho 
apathy of tho people themselves— as we 
coold demonstrate in tho ordinary limits 
of an articlo. Wo are told— which wo 
do not pretend to gainsay— that our 
population is composed of a very superior 
cIbsb of peoplo for intelligence and enter-- 
prise ; yet they are content to allow ins 
dnstriou8 men to come hero and go away 
again because they cannot find crnp'oy- 
mont, although wo are thoroughly con» 
vinced that any amount of mineral wealth 
exifts on this Island, to say nothing of 
the Mainland, a great part of which is 
still unexplored by tho white man. Tho 
question very readily suggests itself, 
what kind of a superiority and intelligence 
do wo poisess that makes ns so careless 
oboat the very land wo livo in ? Is there 
some hopo that in course of time the 
country will develop itself and convey to 
ns all tbe requisite information ? or, are 
we a community of Micawbers and wait- 
ing for something to turn up? Oce 
might almost think that tho something to 
torn up would turn out to ho an earth- 
quake, we appear so reluctant to pene- 
trate the interior of this little Island. 
Were we living on odo of tho Phillipines, 
where tho high mountains and trackless 
gwamps aro infected by the most veno- 
mous reptiles, and tho wild animals are of 
tha most formidable character, we should 
have some excuse; but hero our greatest 
difficulties do not exceed those that ore 
met with by adventurous tourists in Scot- 
land, with a climate very far its superior: 
the most inaccessible portion of this 
Island is not more than thirty miles from 
the eeacoagt. The fine bays and inlets 
on the coast of the Mainland aro only 
known by the inequalities on the map, 
and are absolutely being used as fishing 
stations by our neighbours, while we are 
regaling one another with elaborate dis- 
courses on the hard times. (?) Wo bus- 
pect that many of those who complain 
most bitterly about the hardness of the 
times, are like the old country farmers 
■who are always heard to growl the most 
in tho most successful seasons. What- 
ever may be tbe reason of our very in- 
compatible qualities, when wo consider 
oar remarkable superiority in intelligence 
and enterprise, the facts aro still the 
same; we have a country unexplored that 
is very likely to be valuable aB mineral 
lands, and if we are disinclined to de- 
velop them in consequence of the 
very conservative peculiarities of our 
urjique government, wo might — as the 
expense of ascertaining tho extent and 
character of the mines would bo small, 
(vide communication) allow somebody 
to do it for us. Wo shall bo always 
making expenses until, by some lucky 
turn in the whool of fortune, wo find a 
government that we can afford to pay, 
and one that by its energy and prompti- 
tude in securing to tho pooplo of this 
Colony every ponsiblo advantago, will 
make the institution a roal sourco of 
profit to tho people. Wo commend, 
therefore, tho proposals of "M.R." to 
our citizens, and trust that they will 
bo at onoo complied with. " M. R." 
will doubtless bo ready to give every 
Satisfaction in relation to tho amount 
of work dono, and by arranging for 
constant communication with somo 
ono horo who is well up in tho topog- 
raphy of tho coast, anything novol in 
relation thoroto can bo carefully noted. 
Tho outlay in money and " grub" will 
bo a moro bagatello when Hproad over 
a number ; and a few acres of land 
that will seenro hardworking Bottlers 
10 our community should bo given 
without hesitation. There iB anolh r 
exploring party that our commercial 
people should at onco sot on toot. Wo 
allndo to tho exploration of tho Sel- 
kirk range *oi a practicable route as a 
continuation of tho Eaglo Pass road ; 
if, as is supposed, there is a good, prac- 
ticable line for a road through UiOfO 
mountains, thoro will bono difficulty 
in having tho permanent way con- 
structed. There aro peoplo ready to 
m ake the roads for right ol charging a 
anit'll toll frr a siipulated number of 
ye*r& ; and ii a good, roliablo parly of 
oxplcrtrs, headed by a man in whom 
coirfideuco could bo placed, C wore to 
etavt out, tiio road might be constructed 
this season. It is of no uso depending 
upon tho government taking tho noo- 
essary steps ; if *o do so tho result 
will bo ditappointmont and loss to the 
Colony. Every argument was used 
lust session to induce tho government 
to movo in the matter, and certain 
promises woro made; but,' alas! for 
the promiBeB of our Executive.
